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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Mitomo et al. (JP 
2003-96446). 

Regarding claims 3-5 Mitomo discloses a phosphor of the general formula La^ 
x Si 3 N 5 :xCe t where x is greater than 0 and less than 1 . 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ellens et al. (US 
6,670,748). 

Regarding claims 3-5 Ellens discloses a phosphor of the general formula La 1 . x Si 3 N 5 :Ce x , 
where x ranges between 0.01-0.1 (Column 2, lines 64, Column 3, lines 42-46). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ellens 
et al. (US 6,670,748). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Ellens discloses a phosphor of the general formula La^ 
x Si 3 N 5 :Ce x , where x ranges between 0.01-0.1 (Column 2, lines 64, Column 3, lines 42-46), 
wherein the phosphor is excited by UV radiation, and having high level of constancy at 
fluctuating operating temperature. Ellens fails to exemplify the phosphor use in plasma display 
screens comprising a carrier plate, a transparent front plate, a ribbed structure dividing the 
space between the carrier plate and the front plate into plasma ceils, which are filled with a gas, 
one or more electrodes arrays for generating corona discharges in the plasma cells, and a 
phosphor layer. However, it is considered within the capabilities of one skilled in the art to use 
the phosphor composition disclosed by Ellens in light emitting device of the PDP type with a 
reasonable expectation of success, since phosphors in PDP displays also emit light upon 
excitation by UV radiation generated by the PDP display, and the phosphor composition 
disclosed by Ellens would be expected to perform equally well in such light emitting devices. 
Thus, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skills in the art to incorporate the phosphor composition in a plasma display screen in 
order to provide a UV-excited phosphor having high level of constancy at fluctuating operating 
temperature.
